The purpose of the District School 
Board of Niagara (DSBN)'s accommo¬ 
dation review is to make sure local 
children are receiving the quality of 
education they deserve, says trustee 
Dave Schaubel. 

A series of public meetings have 
been held over the last two months, to 
gather input from parents on what 
they feel is the best solution for their 
children. 

Being considered at the moment is 
the closure of Rose Seaton Public 
School and Fort Erie Elementary 
School, moving students under one 
roof at General Vanier Public School 
with the addition of five new class¬ 
rooms. 

A final recommendation has not 
been voted on, but it is what the board 
of trustees is looking into, says 
Schaubel. 

"That's the option we have on the 
table at the moment," he said. 

The next public meeting will be 
held Wed. Nov. 30 at General Vanier 
at 6 p.m. and Schaubel hopes inter¬ 
ested parents will come out and have 
their say. 

"The reason for the meetings is to 
get feedback on the options we have, 
giving them the most detail we possi¬ 
bly can," said Schaubel. 

According to the trustee, Fort Erie's 
representative at the public school 


board, says the accommodation 
review should not be seen as a way to 
cut corners, but to improve the integ¬ 
rity and quality of the education 
young learners have available to 

"It's about programming, more than 
anything else." 

Dwindling attendance and under¬ 
utilized facilities are the main prob¬ 
lems being faced by the DSBN. 

"We can't continue to have three 
schools housing enough students for 
one school," said Schaubel. 

The DSBN trustee hopes the public 
will keep an open and positive atti¬ 
tude when this decision is being con¬ 
sidered and realize the review's pur¬ 
pose is to provide a better learning 
environment and more opportunities 
for local children. 

"It's all about the students... that's 
in my heart and that's why I'm a trust¬ 
ee," said Schaubel. 

Wednesday's event will be the 
fourth of five public meetings with 
the final one being held on Jan. 25. 

Public input can also be submitted 
through the DSBN's website, www. 
dsbn.org. Click on the link to the 
accommodation review after getting 
to the home page. 

Schaubel said a final recommenda¬ 
tion should be reached by the board 
in early 2012. 

This is the first phase of the review. 
The second will examine schools in 
St. Catharines and the third will look 
at high schools within the board.

Anyone who knows me, 
would agree that I am not 
exactly the most religious 
person they are acquainted 

But pretty much every 
time St. Luke's Lutheran 
Church is in the news, I'm 
compelled to share an opin- 


This Sunday, the small 
congregation in Ridgeway 
will be celebrating its 100 
years of service to the com¬ 
munity. 

This is a milestone any 
organization or group 
should be proud of, but in 
this case, I find it to be more 
than special. 

In February 2009, the 
"little blue church" on 
Prospect Point Road was 
destroyed by a raging fire 
that started around mid¬ 
night on a cold winter eve¬ 
ning. 

I heard about the situa¬ 
tion and travelled out to the 


scene to take photographs, 
something I'm required to 
do as a news person. 

I'll never forget that 
night, not only because of 
how huge the flames were 
or how many stations 
responded to the call, but 
the emotions that were evi¬ 
dent with bystanders, a lot 
of whom were dedicated 
members of the church. 

I remember a woman 
crying "that's my church" 
over and over...she was 
clearly devastated by what 
was unfolding in front of 

It was a sad day for the 


Ridgeway community, but 
since then the story has 
become a lot easier to han¬ 
dle. 

The church has been 
rebuilt on the same piece of 
land and it is a beautiful 
building I've visited a num¬ 
ber of times for work pur¬ 
poses. 

Shortly after the fire 
almost three years ago, I 
wrote an editorial saying 
that anytime St. Luke's 
needed help from the 
Times, we would gladly be 

This hasn't changed. 

On Wednesday, I sat 


down with three members 
of the church to discuss this 
Sunday's 100-year anniver¬ 
sary service and it feels 
great to talk to everyone 
about such a positive story, 
when not so long ago we 
were talking about some¬ 
thing completely different, 
without the feel-good tone 
the story you have already 
read on page three has 
attached to it. 

I don't know what it is 
that warms me up every 
time I sit down with folks 
from St. Luke's, but I know 
I'm always glad to write 
about such a wonderful 


story and never hesitate to 
congratulate the church on 
its accomplishments, 
despite suffering such a 
devastation a few years ago.

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Horse and Pony 
Rescue doing great 
things in Ridgeway 


It is likely that many 
residents of Fort Erie have 
heard of the unique horse 
refuge located in Crystal 
Beach. For those of you 
who haven’t, you will find 
Last Chance Horse & Pony 
Rescue (LCHPR), a regis¬ 
tered charity established 
in 2005, at the far end of 
Rebstock Road. But what 
may not be as well known 
is the special work that 
LCHPR really does. In my 
short time here as a vol¬ 
unteer, I have been so 
moved by the compas¬ 
sion, generosity and hope 
that make up this sanctu¬ 
ary. 

The mandate of LCHPR 
is to rescue and rehabili¬ 
tate injured, neglected, 
abused or unwanted hors¬ 
es and ponies, and even¬ 
tually place many in adop¬ 
tive homes. But I wasn’t 
able to gauge this mission 
or the importance of it 
until I personally started 
working with the horses. 

Take Hope, for exam¬ 
ple. She is a white 
Percheron who was 
acquired by LCHPR when 
the farm she was being 
held at was shut down by 
the SPCA. Hop 



last horse who was left 
alive at this farm. 

She was nearing starva¬ 
tion and had been badly 
abused. She had scars all 
over her body, her tail had 
been cut off at the bone, 
and she only weighed 950 
pounds (about half the 
weight of a healthy 
Percheron). 

Following her rescue, 
the team at LCHPR nursed 
Hope back to health, treat¬ 
ing her injuries, feeding 
her vitamins and nutri¬ 
tious food to help her put 
on weight, and rehabili¬ 
tating her heart and spirit 
through personal contact. 

Every one of the horses 
at LCHPR has his or her 
own story. For me, it has 
been so rewarding to learn 
these stories, connect with 
such sensitive and intelli¬ 
gent animals at a personal 
level, and help them in 
their journeys to trust 
humans again. 

But this organization’s 
work does not end here. 
LCHPR also . 
advantaged children, chil¬ 
dren with disabilities and 
other young people. 

Many of the horses are 
provided basic schooling 
so that they can work with 
people in a therapeutic 
context. For both the 
horses and children, the 


result is a special animal- 
human bond that is very 
mutually beneficial. 

Sharon Allen, the 
founder of LCHPR, 
deserves special recogni¬ 
tion for the passion, care 
and commitment she puts 
into her work at LCHPR 
every day. 

What you will not find 
on their website is men¬ 
tion of the fact that Sharon 
will not turn an animal in 
need away - Boomer the 
donkey, Hercules the goat, 
and five rescued dogs who 
all live at the farm attest to 
this fact. 

Sharon has delivered 
foals and hand-fed dis¬ 
abled animals. Every day, 
she does hard labour in 
the stable for hours on 
end for the sole purpose 
of giving animals in need 
a last chance at life. 

To carry on their won¬ 
derful work, LCHPR needs 
continued support from 
our community. Please

FOCB appeal tabled

The Friends of Crystal Beach’s (FOCB) 
appeal to have its bingo license was 
tabled during a meeting held at Town 
Hall on Thursday night. 

The FOCB had its bingo license 
revoked by the Town’s gaming commis¬ 
sion because of content on its web site 
deemed to be political, the same web 
site that promotes community events 
hosted by the group. 

Presentations from Bob Lund, presi¬ 
dent of FOCB and Russell Wilson, gen¬ 
eral manager of the Community Gaming 
and Development Corporation (CDGC), 
followed by a question and answer peri¬ 
od went on for more than two hours 
before councillors Don Lubberts, Paul 
Collard and John Hill began deliberating 
in a closed discussion. 

After more than 40 minutes, they 
agreed a review of the FOCB’s eligibility 
to receive a bingo license was needed 
before a final decision could be made. 

The councillors concluded the defini¬ 
tion of eligibility for receiving a bingo 
license as set out by the Alcohol and 
Gaming Commission of Ontario (AGCO) 
was unclear which is why they wanted a 
review completed before they made a 
final decision. The councillors also 
agreed to seek a legal opinion from the 
Town solicitor. 

"The FOCB have been a stellar agency 
since I’ve been on board. From an 
administrative and corporation stand¬ 


point, I ve had no concerns with the 
FOCB,” Wilson told the committee. 

He said the FOCB have been co-oper¬ 
ative and they have continually filed 
their fiscal reports each month but the 
organization's license was suspended 
because the FOCB no longer met the 
criteria to receive the license as oudined 
in legislation set out by the AGCO. 

“Organizations that are ineligible for 
lottery licensing include political lobby 
groups and those attempting to per¬ 
suade the public to adopt a particular 
view on a political issue.” 

After an investigation of the FOCB was 
completed by the AGCO, Wilson said 
the non-profit organization was found 
to be in violation because “the group is 
swaying public opinion” about the Bay 
Beach issue. 

He cited several photos on the FOCB’s 
web site asking to keep Bay Beach lands 
public and a sentence on the web site 
which said the position of the FOCB is 
that “the Bay Beach Lands should 
remain in public hands and not be given 
to a private developer to build a 12-story 
condo tower.” 

Wilson said the AGCO has examples 
of newspaper clippings, minutes from 
the organization’s meetings, and a 
$5,000 donation to the Fort Erie 
Waterfront Preservation Society 
(FEWPA) —an organization with a man¬ 
date to protect the waterfront — which 
show FOCB taking a political stand point 
on Bay Beach.

The new lawyer represent¬ 
ing Reilly Anzovino's family 
at an inquest that is looking 
at whether the downgrading 
of two Niagara emergency 
departments played a role in 
the death of the 18-year-old 
has been given two weeks to 
review mountains of materi¬ 
al. 

On Monday, presiding cor¬ 
oner Jack Stanborough 
agreed to postpone the 
inquest until Dec. 5 so lawyer 
Maureen Currie could prop¬ 
erly prepare for the proceed¬ 
ing. 

The inquest, which began 
Oct. 31 in Welland court, was 
expected to last four weeks 
and hear from more than 35 
witnesses. 

After five days and 10 wit¬ 
nesses, however, the pro¬ 
ceedings came to a halt after 
Anzovino's parents, Tim 
Anzovino and Denise 
Kennedy, told the coroner 
their lawyer, former Fort Erie 
mayor Wayne Redekop, was 
no longer representing 

Kennedy said the family is 
grateful to the coroner for 
allowing their new lawyer to 
review die material since the 
lawyers representing the 
other parties with standing 
at the inquest have had 
months to prepare. 

Under the Coroner's Act, 
all parties who have standing 
at an inquest are entided to 
have legal representation. 

In addition to the Anzovino 
family, parties who have 
standing are the Ministry of 
Health and Long Term Care, 
the Hamilton Niagara 
Haldimand Brant Local 
Health Integration Network 
(LHIN); Niagara Emergency 
Medical Services (NEMS) 
and the Niagara Health 
System. 

The inquest will resume 
Dec. 5 and continue on until 
Dec. 16. 

The coroner said he will 
consider imposing time lim¬ 
its for cross-examination by 


counsel, if necessary, in 
order to expedite the pro- 

From there, there will be a 
several days for final submis¬ 
sions and closing arguments 
before the matter goes before 
the three-woman, two-man 
jury. 

Stanborough said he 
expects the inquest will be 
completed before Christmas. 

The Anzovino family is 
hoping the jury's recommen¬ 
dations will help to prevent 
other families from experi¬ 
encing a similar tragedy. 

"We don't get what we 
want back, we'll never get 
Reilly back," Kennedy said. 
"We're here for the other 
mothers and fathers and 
brothers and sisters and 
friends." 

Her husband agreed. 

"We're not here to blame 
anybody but, if something 
was done wrong, there can 
be an improvement in our 
health-care system," Tim 
Anzovino said. 

Anzovino died following a 
two-vehicle crash on Boxing 
Day 2009 on an icy patch of 
Highway 3 between Fort Erie 
and Port Colborne. 

The jury is examining 
whether the conversion of 
emergency rooms in Fort 
Erie and Port Colborne to 
urgent-care centres played a 
role in her death. 

The ERs in Fort Erie and 
Port Colborne were down¬ 
graded to urgent-care cen¬ 
tres a few months before the 
crash as part of a controver¬ 
sial restructuring plan by the 
Niagara Health System. 

The inquest is also looking 
at the pre-hospital care she 
received, specifically her 
treatment by paramedics at 
the crash scene and in the 
ambulance. 

While a date has been set, 
it is not yet known where the 
inquest will be held as the 
Welland court may not be 
available next month. 

Stanborough said they will 
be looking at other venues, 
including the St. Catharines 
court house and Niagara 
Region headquarters in 
Thorold.

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Lighthouse restoration 
nears completion

Originally scheduled for 
completion by the beginning 
of December, the renovations 
of the Point Abino Lighthouse 
are about 90 per cent com¬ 
plete, says Sean Hutton, man¬ 
ager of facilities for the Town 
of Fort Erie. 

The $1.3 million project 
has taken a little longer than 
expected, but the construc¬ 
tion of the lighthouse is still 
under budget, Hutton says, 
adding that a formal update 
about the renovations will be 
presented at a council meet¬ 
ing scheduled for Nov. 28. 

"The short report will lay 
out the financial expenditures 
to date and it will include 
slideshows, and photos which 
will depict the process of the 
restoration of the lighthouse. 

The renovations are being 
completed by Phoenix 
Restoration— a company that 
has worked on numerous his¬ 
torical sites across Ontario, 
including Casa Loma in 
Toronto. 

When the process began in 
June, the first repairs were 
made to the lighthouse's lan¬ 
tern metal roof which was 
restored and painted. 

The lighthouse has been 
given a fresh coat of white 
paint, new windows and 
doors are ready to be installed 
and new drainage pipes are 
being added to help control 
flooding in the basement of 
the lighthouse. 

"The basement does get 
flooded with water and die 
new drainage pipes will help 
the water leach back out of 
the build and to help control 
the humidity in the build¬ 
ing." 

Hutton says the basement 
has been known to flood 
because of its close proximity 
to the lake front —the new 
drainage pipes will collect the 
water and drain it out of the 
building. 

One of the biggest compo¬ 
nents of the renovation is 
replacing and repairing the 
concrete walls in the light- 

Hutton says there were 
many areas in the lighthouse 
where the concrete was 
cracked and it needed to be 
replaced, which was "a slow 


process." 

"The vast majority of the 
work is tedious lot of the work 
involved hand scraping and 
chipping away at the cracked 

The walls of the lighthouse 
have been given a protective 
coating to guard against rain 
water and other harsh weath- 

With the first tour of the 
lighthouse scheduled for June 
1, Hutton says he hopes to 
have "very little left to do by 
the end of spring, just small 
touch ups and decorative 

"We anticipate there will be 
about another three weeks of 
work and we will shut it down, 
but, it is dependent on the 
weather." 

The facilities manager says 
the renovations have been 
"an educational and exciting" 
project to work because as 
the construction crew began, 
new elements about the light¬ 
house have been discovered. 

"There are thousands of 
sea shells in the walls. It was 
common back then to use 
whatever local sand which 
could be found to make 
cement to build the light- 

Although access to the 
lighthouse has been restrict¬ 
ed and there have been very 
few people who have seen the 
renovations in person, 
updates about the construc¬ 
tion have been posted on the 
Town's website and on the 
Point Abino Lightstation 
Preservation Society's web¬ 
site. So far, the comments 
about the updates have been 
positive, says Hutton. 

"I think people will be 
thrilled once they see the 
completion ofthe lighthouse's 
restoration and they will 
understand the significance 
of its heritage." 

He adds that the much- 
needed updates to the light¬ 
house will last for a long 

'"The lighthouse needed to 
be restored—it was getting to 
the point where pieces of 
concrete were falling from the 
building. In the next 25 years 
it would have been depicted 
as a ruin and it would have 
been well beyond repair."

The 1812 Bicentennial cel¬ 
ebrations are almost here and 
the local planning committee 
is looking for people to take 



The Grand Parade sched¬ 
uled for June 23 is expected to 
be the biggest grand parade 
in North America, says John 
Johnston, project coordinator 

He says part of the commit¬ 
tee's plan is to reach out to 
schools and service clubs to 
build floats for the parade, 
which is expected to draw 
150,000 tourists to Fort Erie. 

"We have two themes for 
the floats—the community in 
1812 and 200 years of peace." 

So far, Johnston says the 
committee has had a bit of 
trouble talking to schools and 
getting them involved in the 
celebration preparations. 

"It's an important historical 
event and we hope to do more 
by reaching out to people and 
getting them involved." 

The Grand Parade is a mili¬ 
tary tradition—after war times 
ended and soldiers came 
home, they were given huge 
welcome home parades. 

"After the War of 1812, the 
soldiers didn't get a parade so 
we are giving the soldiers a 
grand parade 200 years later." 

About 50 bands represent¬ 
ing Britain, Canada, the 
United States and First 
Nations will march along 
Niagara Boulevard and pro¬ 
ceed past Mather Arch to the 
Old Fort. 

The parade is considered 
one of Niagara's signature 
events, the second is a siege 
weekend scheduled for 
August 

Later in the afternoon after 
the parade, the bands will 
gather in a military tattoo to 
display military drills and 
perform music. 

The evening's celebrations 
will be concluded with a fire¬ 
works display to recreate the 
attack on the Fort 

Johnston says there are 
many benefits from getting 
involved in the preparations 
he hopes to talk about with 
schools. 

These benefits include vol- 
unteerism and learning about 
Canada's history— the com¬ 


mittee will also provide assis¬ 
tance for schools and service 
clubs who participate the in 
the grand parade. 

"Everyone needs to know 
our history. We wouldn't be 
here today if it was not for the 
outcome of the war. 

Johnston says the commit¬ 
tee is also looking for more 
sponsors and more people to 
get involved by helping the 
committee 

"We need more sponsors 
and we hope to have more 
businesses over the next few 
weeks to sponsor some of the 
bicentennial celebrations." 

He says everyone who 
sponsors one of the bicenten¬ 
nial's events will benefit in 
two ways — they will be help¬ 
ing to commemorate one of 
Canada's most significant 
moments in history and they 
will help to bring thousands 
of tourists to the area and 
stimulate the economy. 

The committee is also look¬ 
ing for people who have a 
background in marketing to 
help with merchandising for 
the bicentennial celebrations.

For some, using the tran¬ 
sit service is a necessity—for 
others, it may be an environ¬ 
mentally friendly choice. 

Whatever the reason, 
Rhonda Barron, health pro¬ 
moter for Bridges 
Community Health Centre, 
wants everyone who thinks 
transit service is important 
for to sign a petition to let 
council know how impor- 


: transit services i 
residents. 

There are currently three 
forms of transit in the com¬ 
munity including an inter¬ 
municipal service connect¬ 
ing Fort Erie and Niagara 
Falls, the Fort Erie Accessible 
Specialized Transit (FAST) 
which services people with 
disabilities and a conven¬ 
tional public transit service, 
says Barron. 

The conventional transit 
service operates between 
7:30 a.m. until 7:30 p.m., 


says Barron. “We would like 
the Town to consider extend¬ 
ing the service hours in the 
morning and in the evening 
so the transit would begin its 
first run at 6:30 a.m. and go a 
little later in the evening 
until 9:30 p.m.” 

The health promoter rec¬ 
ognizes there are challenges 
with Fort Erie’s transit—peo¬ 
ple who aren't able to catch 
the connection to Niagara 
Falls from the Wal Mart 
Plaza in Fort Erie are at a 
disadvantage because they 


can’t seek job opportunities 
outside of the community. 
Another problem Barron 
recognizes is for people who 
live in the Crystal Beach and 
Stevensville area. 

“For example, there might 
be someone who lives in 
Crystal Beach that doesn’t 
have access to a car—shop¬ 
ping becomes an issue 
because many people work. 
The people who use the 
transit service would be able 
to reach the Wal Mart or the 
No Frills in Fort Erie in the 


early evening, but they 
wouldn’t be able to get home 
because it would be outside 
the service time." 

Barron says having 
extended hours for the con¬ 
ventional transit service 
would help to solve some of 
these problems. 

She also hopes to have 
5,000 signatures to present 
to councillors during a meet¬ 
ing scheduled for Dec. 12. 
Although it is an ambitious 
number, Barron says it's not 
impossible.
